Whether or not the 39 Illinois farmers who last y ear tested for them­ 
selves th** value of apply ing available plantfood to their winter wheat had 
ever heard of Xenophon and his philosophy , pertaining to th** value of field 
tests, it is certain that they proved their beliefs in the sam e methods of 
settling troublesome questions as were advised by the Greek philosopher 24 
centuries ago 
Men may argue and theorize to tlx* end of time, but until they 
get down to actual tenting of intensive methods, under tho most favorable 
conditions they are not prepared to render a final decision. 
Believing this, 39 farmers last y ear undertook to grow two acres each 
of 
test plots of winter wheat. 
To one acre they applied about two hundred and 
fifty pounds of suitable fertilizers at tho time the wheat was sown. 
Twenty - 
fivA of tlx* e men applied tlx* fertilizer through fix* dropping attachment 
of 
tlx* seed drill. 
Fourteen of tho ex perimenters who did not have fertilizer 
drills, applied the same weight of fertilizer broadcast and then harrowed It 
into the soil just before the Heeding of the wheat. At harvest time, each farm­ 
er carefully weig hed or measured the product of each acre test and made 
comments upon the quality of the product hane.-ted, as well as upon the 
growing conditions.
